No doubt the 
idea was to concentrate the attention of t0 
police and others to one point while con- 
federates were plundering elsewhere, With 
our experience of last year’s calamity this 
would likely be the result in the event of 
the fire assuming considerable proportions, 
From Haiphong we hear of a fatal. distur- 
bance whioh ended in the death of—two-An- 
namites and one foreigners, It appeara that 
8 Frenchman named Francella had made 
an arrangement with one or moro Annamite 
Mandarins to proceed up one of the rivers 
adjacent and open certain coal mines, and 
that he, proceeded in a boat to carry out this 
prciect. The natives of the district were, 

owever, 80 much opposed to this step that 
they tried to stop his landing. It is not 
known by our informant who fired the first 
skirmish is said to 
-have regulted in the death of two of-the na- | 
tives on shore. The latter thereupon ga- 
thered in force, and, renewing the fight, 
killed the Frenchman who led the landing 
party. A French gunboat was sent, but is 
‘not. credited with having done anything 
whatever of a definite nature, and the body. 
of Mr Francella was sobeeeey picked up 
and brought in by some fishermen, Jran- 
cella’s body was-buried et Haiphong on 
pendey week last. It is said, but we can 
scarcely credit the rumour, that the French 
authorities have compromised the matter by 
accepting a payment of $200. If the for- 
eigner was lawfully engaged in a lawful 
enterprise, and was shot down while merely.

THE FIRE AT HAKODATE, 
{Jupan Gazette, Deo. 15.) 

Our telegraphic information is now sup- 
plemented by mail: news, Tho disastrous 
fire at Hakodate broke out on the 6th instant 
about 8.30 p.in., in the south-eastern, part 
of ‘tho town. An easterly gale was blow- 
ing, causing the fire to oxtend with great 
rapidity towards the centre and principal 
business quarter, sweeping past the. custom 
house which escaped, and thence taking a 
westerly and rising line above. Ura-machi ‘ 
and Benten-maohi, along the slope of the 
mountain clear through to the sea, near the 
burial grounds, at the same time that it - 
expanded from its original focus so as to 
embrace the northern side of the main street 
os far back as the bridge ae) 
with the greater part of Daiku-machi an 
Kuaisho-machi, It raged for about six 
hours., The ‘nearest estimate that can be 
given is that about half the town, say three 
thousand houses, was consumed. Besides . 
three large temples aad two foreign churches 
the Mitsui, the Worty-tourth, and Hokaido 
banks, the Mitsu Bishi, Koko-Sha, Hokaido- 
Shoksvai and Kogio-Shokwai, the Telegraph 
arid Post Offices, and most of the large-atores _ 
and native’ mercantile establishments were 
destroyed. :
